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THE LASOR MARKET. 


Bodie Crowded With Men oi Every 
Trade Looking for Work. 


THE PROSPECTS OF THE TOWN. 


By a Special Correspondent. ] 

The streets of Bodie are crowded 
with men. A fight ora fiddle will 
draw huodreds of heads together and 
render the passage of teams slow and dif- 
ficult. Everystage coming in is loaded. 
Men are flocking in on the Sonora read 
on foot, on horseback and in wagons. 
They are nearly all looking for work, 
and not one in five has money enough 
to live on for a week. The popula- 
tion of Bodie is now between four and 
five thousand, andthere is work fer 
about eight hundred. The way the 
idlers manage to get grub is gne of 
the tricks of the trade. They “strike” 
every one they have ever seen, as often 
as they can possibly expect te geta 
cent. One man who has been here a 
week, tells me he has given away $12 
to hungry men. He is a mechanic 
and a poor man. They sleep in chairs 
until the saloons close up, and then 
walk the streets until morning. They 
pick up “sleepers” on the faro tables, 
and when permitted to do so, turn 
sleepers themselves on the same tables 
when the game is over. 

AN EARLY RISER 
will see them crawling out, stiff and 
shivering, yawning and stretching. 
Men are frequently garrotted and rob- 
bed by them, and sneak theives are 
constantly plying their trade. Intel- 


ligent workingmen tell me that there 
are to-day, five mechanics to one jeb, 
three laborers toone job, and two 
miners to one job. There are hosts 
of gamblers, and a great number of 
men who would not work under any 
circumstances in addition to those 
who really want work and cannot get it. 
Men whe are thinking of coming to 
this country in the search of work 
should consider that there is a vast 
difference between gold and silver 
mines, in regard to the amount of 
laborer required to werk them. In- 
stead of having big ledges, like Eu- 
reka and Virginia City, where dozens 
of men can be put to stoping out ore, 
and other dozens put in drifts upon 
five or six different levels, there is 
only room fortwo men at the mest 
in each winze, tunnel and cross-cut, 
and instead of piling in mountains of 
timber to fill up the space emptied of 
ore, an occasional bunch is left in the 
narrow chambers, and every purpose 
is accomplished. 


THERE ARE NO FURNACES 


work which consume _ the 
labor of hundreds of men in 
burning charcoal. No great mills 
hammering away at low grade ores. 
There are fewer teams hauling 


quartz; very few indeed hauling 
wood, and none hauling charcoal. 
The mines which pay at all, turn out 
a small dividend to the carload, and 
the difference between getting out 
such ore and the fifty or one hundred 
dollar ores of the Comstock, or the 
base ores of Eureka, can be easily 
seen. Gold mines rarely support large 
towns. A few men only can work to 
advantage in the narrew streaks of 
ore. One small mill can do the werk 
of es big mine, and there is so little 
hauling ef ore, timber, wood, etc., to be 
done that there is very little en which 
te build a city. There will be a num- 
ber of men put into mines now floed- 
ed, as soon ag certain pumps arrive, 
and it is not likely that any 
ing now in progress will be suspended 
very soon. The m rs of a good 
many of the outside claims are satis- 
fied to go down quite a long ways be- 
fore reaching the promised land. 
quantities of steck have been 
placed in New York and other cities, 
and there will be no trouble in col- 
lecting fat assessments for a long while 
tocome. Eastern people would put 
up pretty well as long as they could 
be made to believe that there was a 
show for striking such ore as there is 
in the Standard and Bodie. But be- 
fore very long we will get our lines 
laid and know just where to go, and 
such claims as are out ef the field will 
be abandoned. In the meantime, if 
the vein should turn into silver and 
widen out, so as to be able to held a 
thousand er two men at a time, even 
if the ore was ef a lower grade, it 
would make

I cannot conceive of to keep 
men here except to make money and to 
make it fast.

ICE ON ALL THE STANDING WATER 
in the neighborhood, and one day I 
walked across a little pond,en the ice. 
The men at werk on the hill putting 
up machinery had te quit work on ac- 
count of a snow sterm a week ago and 
did not do a stroke for a day anda 
half. I would advise men whe haye 
anything to do elsewhere to stick to 
it rather than come here. There sre 
plenty of men here now to do every. 
thing that can possibly be wanted 
this year, and I believe they will be 
eating each other before fall. If they 
have money so as to be able to take 
care of themselves or use it in mining, 
that is a different thing. This will, in 
my judgment, be a fine camp for the 
rich, but not for the poor. mines 
will make handsome returns to their 
owners at the smallest expense of 
those of any district on this coast, but 
they will drop very few crumbs for 
the poor man te pick up. When 
things get settled down there will be 
a solid town here with stores, 
saloons and hotels to take care of the 
thousand men who will be engaged 
in prospecting and digging out the 
gold, but there will be no such swarms 
as are here now. There is — 
for them to do. They are not need 
and the sooner Bodie gets rid of them 
the better for all concerned. 

THERE is NO COMPARISON 

as far as its value as a labor market is 
concerned between Bodie and Vir- 
ginia City, and that fact better be un- 


derstood at once. “The best thing for 
the laboring classes and business men 
would be to guard-against everdein 

the place eep wages up an 

prices high, so that the men who put 
in their money and time can get rich 
fast, which they deserve to do if they 
live in this dangerous and distressing 
climate. One fortunate thing for the 
miners is the union has a good hold 
and they are not liable to get under 
four dollars a day, and a fortunate 
thing for the town is the companies 
have put liberal, genereus fellows, 
just as near the Comstock superinten- 
dents as two peas, in charge of the 
mines, and allow them good salaries 
and a liberal expense fund, and they 
would make a Sleepy Hollow boom.

THE OROWN PRINCE MINE. 


A Splendid Ledge of Lively Quartz 

With Distinct Walls—Chances for a 

The above company met this after- 
noon and elected trustees for the com- 
ing year. The developments have 
been very favorable of late. The south 
drift, of which the GazetrEe spoke 
sometime ago, is in 156 feet. 


The whole of the way it is in fine ~ 
bearing rock, assaying about $20. The 
wall runs to the east side of the drift. 
At a distance of 150 feet, a cross-cut 
was made through the wall, 4 a 
ledge bearing silver, assaying about 
$20 r ton was found. The ledge 
is eighteen feet wide, eight or ten of 
which carries gold. The next ledge 
has not been cross-cut and no one 
knows how wide it is. The ore is free 
milling ore, and works like sugar in 
the Robertsen furnace. The rock in 
laces contains some antimony, but no 
or copper. Thefsuperintendent, 
W. D. Aplin, is here and is making 
an effort to raise money to build a 
furvace to do custom work and devel- 
op the camp. He raised six hundred 
dollars in Pyramid, and can double it. 
The furnace will cost $2500, and will 
employ thirty men. It will reduce 
tweive tons a day, and every man who 
has $10 or $12 ore can have it worked, 
and thus pay for opening his mine. 
There has been a — of fire 
clay in the Jones & Kinkead shaft 
which canbe utilized for building the 
furnace. 
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A Fawn With White Stripes. 
An Indian brought a beautiful fawn 
to Rene last evening. Its marking is 
very peculiar. The color is that red- 


ish brown common to the deer family, 


but the little fawn is remarkable for 
white parallel stripes which mark its 


body from head to tail. The white 
stripes are only about half inch in 
width and are more than an inch 
apart. The bands of white extend 
lengthwise over the body. They are 
not so much stripes as regular rows of 
white spots, placed very close together, 
so that ata little distance they give 
the appearance of centinueus and un- 
broken bands of white. The Piute 
who captured it, when asked the same 
of that kind of a deer, said it was an 
Indian deer” and that there was 
none like it in Califernia. The little 
one is very young and stands unsted- 
ily upon its legs.

Yet, in spite of repeated soak- 
ing, of repairs, overhauling, cleaning 
and regulation, despite all the severe 
vicissitudes to which it has been sub- 
jected, it continues to go, and with 
no uncertain movement. It does not 
now vary more than ten or twenty 
miantes in twenty-four hours.
